.•(oason, and a big cRtch, it is tliiiiight, 
will lie iiuulo this year. 

At Sitka an liistorieal soeicty has l.'oen 
foniail fur llie iiui pose of aciiuiring, pre- 
serving and roeoiiliiig liist<'rical data, 
doeuinonts, iiicineiitous and objects of 
hisloriual interest, and publisbiuj; and 
ditl'iising geuural historical^ information 
pertaining to Alaska. ' '■: 

The Alaskan says that tbo month of 
January in Sitka was the coldest for 
initny years. 

Tho Alaskan is guilty of publLsbing 
tho following ; "The UuHsiau influenza 
lias not yet taken bold of .Sitka. Maybe 
it eonHidei'H lip lu l.'jG" our town was 
st.liject to more lUiasiaii intiuun/a than 
auy other in the New Worlii, and there- 
fore does not care to give us a call." 

Tho Alaskan says that llic piiblie 
liuildinus ut Sitka are in a very danger- 
ous condition. Some tiinejiincc the roof 
of the custom house fell in,; doing con- 
siJarablo damage. ' j 

Tlib latest news from thol Bear's Nost 
mine is to the e£fec*i that in one of the 
upper tables a large body 'of dark ' hie 
liuurtz has been eocountered. I'liis 
(juurtzin character is exactly similar tu 
the highest grade quartz found in Paris. 
Tlio body was cut twenty-five feet under 
ground. Mr. Bernhardt., who is so far 
inei'ting witii eiicouriiginj; prosjieeta at 
every fimt, will contiimo bis iiivestiga- 
tiiins of the property until hi; has either 
opeiie.l up a iniue or proved it worth- 
less.

Ills lied Warriors and Cowboys Bletscil 
by the Pope. 

New York, March 4, — A Rome cor- 
reapondent writes : Tho recfiption by 
I hu piipii at his twelfth annual tli.iiiks- 
giviiig ut Bull'alo Bill, with his cowlii.ys 
lUid iiidiaiiH, was one ot the Htrange'st 
scones ever witnessed in the Vatican. A 
vast nmltitudu surged into the great 
square before ,St. Peter's early in' i lie 
inorning. Uuforo 9.,'l(ii o'clock the Diieal 
liall, tho Royal hall and the Sisline 
chapul w^oro packed. Through tho 
iniddlo c( tho three aiidieiicea was ;v 
patliwiiy bordered with thu lirilliiint 
iiniforma of the .Swiss (iiiards, tl'e 
Palestino (!uardn, tho pajial goiidarines 
iiild uliamberhiins. Thu light fell upon 
lines of glittering stuul, nodauig plumes, 



golden chains and shimmering robes of 
silk and all the brilliant emblems of 
pontifical power and glory. 

Suddenly BuHalo Bill appeared. Be- 
hind him was Buck Taylor, who tow- 
ered hugely above the tallest man in tlie 
palace, and then came Broncho Bill, in 
ImckHkiii, and after him trooped ooa 
hoys slas'.ed with mud iiml pietiiresipie 
beyond doseription.

The experience of the past year has 
shown that the re-stocking of the rivera 
with fry from the liatcheries will go 
very far towards increasing the fish 
supply of the province, particularly in 
the Fiaser and Cowichan rivers. Never 
iiulil last year had aockeye salmon made 
their appearance in the Cowichan and 
Nanaimo rivers, and their presoiice w ,is 
widoubtedly due to tho operation of tho 
hatcheries, while cunners and all others 
calculated to form an intelligent opinion 
upon the subject agreed that the ex- 
ceedingly large run of last year was due 
to the replenishment of the rivers by 
artificial means. 

Kach succeeding year saw a larger in- 
crease in the con.-juniptioii of Briti.sh 
CoUiinliia lisli, and the industry was in 
ounscijuenoe rapidly rising in v.ilue to 
the province, while tho increase in the 
demand, of course, necessitated more 
eannei ios. The deep - sea tishiiig 
grounds of the province were 
still uiicTplured sources of great 
wealth roipiiriiig development, niul the 
increase of po[iiilation and deoliiieof the 
.Atlantic coast li-lieries, more and more 
]ii i ce|itihly eacli year, allowed that the 
Pacilie coast lishrries WOUld SOOn be 
ealled npuii to supply the demand of 
the easlorn lU'ovinees. 

During 18S9 the government had been 
induced to introduce sh.id into the 
estuary of the rivers, white fish in the 
large lakes of the interior, and Atlantic 
s.ilmoii for the Island rivin-s. These 
latter rivers were selected for the new 
-■salmon, the finest sporting tisli known, 
113 they were bi'tter adapted for their 
siiccessfnl propagation than the long, 
muddy rivers of the nuiinlaiid, being 
clear and sparkling, and affording easier 
acces.s lo tho upper spawning grounds. 

Within the past year the province 
had been divided into fishing districts, 
and the re organization of the whole 
fishery service had been gone iiilu. 'I'hc 
probability was that the Domiiiiiiii gov- 
eriinient would direct their attention to 
these matters at an early ilute. In 
the nunuul report the reooninicndatinn 
had been made that i steamer be pro- 
vided to be employed m developing and 
iniitecting the deep sea fisheries of 
British Columbia along tho entire coast. 
The groat need for Buoh a Steamer had 
long been apiiarent. "'^-In the report was 
also iiicludetl the result of the enquiries 
that had been made in regard to the 
arliticial obstruction of streams where 
the salmun gu to simwii. The aubjeot 
had reooivi'd atlentiun, and when re- 
medied the liall would be piveu u wider 
range of natural spawning ground.

The recent llight <il Noniiaii Buttn y , 
from this oily, ami his Biibsoi|iiont ar- 
rest and release in Sail Fiaiieis. i', sliowa 
very plainly the meessily fur the new 
extiailitiiiii laiv between the Cnited 
States and Britain.

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UNDESERVED BLAME. 

The Xpw W'cisuiunster Trutli tliink.- 
it likely that the Kuotciiay Railwaj 
bills "would have been refused even it 
tho roBolution hud not been passed ami 
forwarileil, becuuKe a very powerful hos- 
tility on the part of interested partiet 
had alreaily been luanit'eattul at Ottaw a 
sullieient lil<ely to have defeated tliein , 
but the reaolutieu hud this ill cile-Jt thai 
it gives the (Tovecmueut at Ottawa a 
very convenient excuse for tho coursi 
tlicy tooli and permits ihoni also to 
throw the whole responsilnlity on tin 
Legislature c)f this Province." 

Our Westminster contemporary does 
not, we think, lake the jiroper view ol 
this matter. The promoters of tlie rail- 
way, und not tho Legislature ol 
the prpviuce or tlu Government at Ot- 
tawa, are to blame for the los.^ 
of the bills. The Assembly passed 
tho resolution on the nuderstanding 
that the company was prepared to com- 
ply witli tlie terms it contained. Tlit 
Board of Trade wus also given to un 
derstaud that the resolution had met 
with the approval of the company. 
What the Assembly and tlie Board oi 
Trade wanted was :in assurance thai 
all tho lints wouldhe built— that to the 
sea coast an well as those to the mining 
district of Kootemiy. To require suoli 
an assurance was only prddeat on t lu 
part of the Legislature. British Col- 
umbians want the whole line, and not 
pieces of lines. They are moat desirous 
of having communication with tlie coast 
of tho province as well as with Unite<l 
States territory. When the pro- 
moters .in Ottawa repudiated the 
promises and assurances given by 
tho pronKjters in Victoria nothing 
reniaiiied for tlie Railway Committee lo 
do than to throw (lilt tlie hills. It wa>- 
the proiiiiileis t liciiisidves who played 
into the hands of tho.se who opposed the 
bills on private grounds, and not the 
Provincial Assembly. Had the pro 
meters in Ottawa been ready to take 
upon themselves the obligations that 
the promoters in Victoria declared 
themselves ready lo at,'ree to, it would 
then bo seen whether the opposing in 
fiueaoes at Ottawa were stronger than 
the wishes of the people as expressed by 
their Legislature. The conditions on 
which the Provincial Legislature con- 
sented to tlui cliarters being granted to 
the SpokiuHj Falls ,V Xortliern Railway 
Company were plainly set forth in tli. 
resolution that was forwarded to Otta 
w» t<j neatralite "the strenuous opposi 
tion,notin the interest of the province,' 
which it was understood was heiii;.' 
offered "in order todd'eat the passing ol 
tho said iiills thmu-li \U: Dominion 
House."

The I.,egi.slature 
was informed that ihero was a vigorou.s 
opposition to the bills in Ottawa. Ue 
airing the bills to puss, it made strong 
representations in their favor. It powied 
a resolution which' the reprosentatives of 
tho company in Victoria ii)iproved of 
and caused lobe telcgraphinl to Ot- 
tawa. What ciiiild it do more 
than that? What Btronger prool 
of tho sincerity of its desiro to liavo the 
railway soustructed could be asked ? 
Having done all this it does seem very 
nnroasoiwible to blame the legialature 
for tho failiiro of the bills. 

Our contemporary nays "tlio teriTia I h.i I

Btructedthatwo advocated thograntiiigof 
the charters to tlie company. W hat we 
wished to gee was" the construction of a 
road from Crow'siNest'Pass to English 
Bay, and it was opposition' to thia 
scheme that we depreoatedi'' .. . 

th'at blunder. 

Since the Times nas found out ihat 
tho arbitration chiuae of the At- 
toriiey-Genorara Railway Bill is in 
all essential respects similar to tho 
clause in the Hon. Oliver Mowat's 
Railway Act on the subject, it hM 
lowered its tone. It ceases' to' talk 
about " thick noddles " and being " be- 
s itted with tho idea of class legialntioii." 
It way, it thought, quite safe to throw 
these epithets; fit i the Hon. Thcoilore 
Davio, but when it saw. that they also 
hit Sir John Thompson and -Premier 
Mowat, it evidently got into Its noddle 
that it was milking a fool of itself, and 
wo must say that it has beiiclitied by 
the ray of light that we caused to 
stream into a 'very dirk place. If it 
were at all prudent it would not have 
ina,de the atrocious blunder of stigma- 
tizing a just and necessary provision of 
Mr. Davie's hill as calculated to provoke 
an iiiaurroction, for when the .•\.lliiriie}-- 
licncral introduced the hill the Hon. 
Mr. Beaveii refrained from criticiaiug or 
opposing it except ou tlie ground that 
it w«a a rescript of the Ontario 
.V6t. This should have been hint 
enough for the Times, for if the bill was 
of the character which it foolishly iiiiag- 
iiied it lo bo the Ijcader of the Opposi- 
lion inii.it have been either totally 
iiliud or greatly disrogardful of his duty 
when he did not expose the iniquitous 
nature of the bill and denounce in the 
most scathing terms its author. But he 
did neither tho one nor the other. This 
■11 itself ought to have cduviiiced the 
thunderer of the Timea that the view he 
took of the arbitratiou clause was alto- 
pother erroneous and that it would be 
the safer course to let it alone. Surely 
he was not coiiceitcil enough to think 
th.1t he could give Mr. Heaven [inints. 
or that his eagle eye would observe 
llaw.i ill work which the Leader (if tin 
Opposition considered sound. But ha- 
tred is as blind as love is said to be. He 
thought' he had Mr. Davie on the hip 
and he fie'roely assailed liim.

MR. CUABLTUN'S BILL 

Mr. Charlton i.i one of those states- 
men that ought to have been liorii tw(! 
centuries ago. He really does not be- 
long to this century. His ideas on all 
matters connected with religion are 
those of an age when toleration was not 
practised or even understood. Not 
content with enjoying his own opinions 
on subjects on which there is room fo! 
dilTerence of opinion and with being fr 
to shape hia practise according to his 
own views of what is right, he would, il 
iio could, compel bis fcUow-citizons. 
whatever their opinions and conviction 
may be, to conform to what ho believes 
to bo according tc religious truth and 
sound morals. 

The question of the observance of the 
Lord's Day, or what he would call "th( 
Sabbath," is one on which good men dif 
far widely. There are soino who think 
that it ia their duty to observe the .Sab 
both with Jewish rigidity, and others win 
do not think it obligatory on C'hristians 
to observe the First Day of the Week 
as' the Jewish Sabbath was observed 
But jiMr.- Charlton ignoring, or rathei 
disregarding, the convictions of thos 
who hold thia opinion- -who are, b; 
the way, a majority in Christeiulom- 
wimld have the Dominion Parliament 
enact a law compelling all Canadidua to 
keep the Lord's Day as he thinks it 
ought to be. kept. •» 

l^he publication of newspapers on 
Sunday is one of the things which Mr. 
Charlton seta his face against, and In 
would make it unlawful to have news 
papera issued on that .lay. Tin; 
Advertiser, of Vancouver, and Tin 
COLONIST) of 'Victoria, are, we see, to hi 
apecially legislated against. Thoa< 
papera have a Sunday edition, but 
they do not publish on .Monday. X'ow, il 
Mr. Charlton imdor.stanil.s any- 
thing aliout the eeononiy of i\ 
newspaper olBco he would so.- 
that, according to his owu piii. 
ciples, this is a far better firr.ing(.' 
nieiit th.Tii having no Suiulay (Nlitimi. 
but issuing a .Moiuhiy iiioi ning [iipi-i 
lie, ]iorliiips, -ivoiilil be sui|M'i.^i-il i. 
know thai the practice of publishing i.i: 
Suniiay and issuing no paper ou .Monday 
was established for the very purpose of 
giving those, connected with the offices 
of such papers the Sunday for them- 
selves. Very little of the work of the 
Sunday iiewapa per is done on .Sunday. 
The t-ditdis anil rcpoi teci nil do tlieii 
work on Saturd.iy, and not a great deal 
is [done by the compositors after tweh i 
o'cloiok on Saturday night. The )ju))ei 
is Struck o£f late in the night and dib- 
tribiited in the mornin^g. The work is 
all done bofuro .Sunday actually c nn 
laeiices, and the whiilo atalf of llio papc- 
from the editor to the priiiti r's devii 
are frei- to eiijuy their Sunihiy's rest. 1. 
may appear strange to Mr. Charlton 
and others who judge merely by namea 
and appearances, but we confidently as- 
sert that there are not two morning 
newspaper offices in the whole Dom- 
inion in which there ia less Sunday 
work done than there is in tli(is(> of the 
News- Advertiser and TllK CoLONlsr. 
We know whereof we affirm. 

If Mr. Charlton !i roully conscien- 
tious — if his law is not to he a piece ot' 
im|iuilent and shallow Pharisaism - it 
will priiscribe the Mnnday morning 
iit^wHii:ii)er as well as that of Sunday 
morning. A very great part of tlu; 
worl^ of Monday morning's paper must 
of necessity Tje done on Sunday. No 
one oonneocod with a morning p.ipdr 
which has ft M( uday's edition can en- 
joy an entire Sunday '.s rest. Ivlitors, 
ri'jiorlers and compositors imut work on 
.Sunday, and so must the telogiapli 
which suppliei the nows for the Monday 
morning's edition, If Mr Clmrlton 
were consistent ho would not tinie)i 
Monday morning's pajv-'r with i. jmii- of 
tonga, there being iinicb iniuc Sunday 
work dolioon it than theniis on a Suiulay 
morning paper. We do not aay this in 



condemnation of our eastern contempor- 
aries. They work to .supply h w inipoiii- 
(l«niand. The publie oi the East 
must have their Monday morning's 
papers — tho rigidly righteous as well as 
the worh'.ly and the curcles.s. They will 
not do without it. Besides, Mr. Charl- 
ton must know that, wliotlior it ia right 
or wrong, very little regard is paid to 
hiu noticjiis of Sabbath obaorvnuco by 
tliose wlio supply ^fae- statiif old Tyrants of 
the inhabitants of onsterti cities. If he 
has eiitorod upon a crusade against .Sun- 
lay workers there arc vury many bo- 
aidos the newspaper publishers against 
whom he must :. direct: lii^; leg!ilative 
iirtillery. . -. 

It occurs to us that Mr. Charlton ia a 
little incoii^istoht when he directs his 
legislation against newspaper publishers 
ulono. If it is to be a crime to issue a 
newspaper on Sunday in the hours 
of the early morning, it is surely wicki.'d 
to read n newspaper on Sunday. Why 
lilies he not make it a crime punishable 
by line or imprisonment to reaiTa news- 
|ia|ier on .Sunday morning or Sunday 
iifl(-'riiiioii '.' If he can priiviiil upon the 
icprcKuntatives of eastern Canaihi to 
suppress Sunday and .Monday iiewsp.i- 
pers be will not find it very hard to 
show them that to be consistent they 
must aid him in oniicting a la,v making 
it a crime punishable by line .iinl iin- 
prisomiiunt to read a nowsiiaper on Sun- 
day. If the publishers of newspapers 
that reiiuire .Sunday work to get liicm 
up are to be put down with a strong 
hand, it is not fair that the readers of 
newspapers on Sunday should be al- 
lowed to go sc.it free.
